A tc h iso n, Kan., A pril i.—Although the 
strike is practically over, the greatest out­ 
rage yet perpetrated in the name of those 
who struck to secure justice occurred at an 
early hour Wednesday morning. 
The shops 
vere opened Tuesday, and a number of 
men were at work, which exasperated the 
lawless element among the strikers, who 
made another raid upon the premises at 3 
u. m. 
Right deputy sheriffs were on hand 
there, but they made no resistance and 
were easily captured by the mob, which 
numbered between forty and fifty, all be­ 
ing masked. 
After detailing a guard to

to 
wreck 
engines,

disable thé machinery. 
One engine was

with itb it,s work, and finally left about day­ 
light, after releasing the imprisoned depu­ 
ties. 
The deputies were not armed, it hav­ 
ing been the policy of Sheriff Shaw from 
the first to invite the mob to perform all 
sorts of lawless acte without hindrance. 
After leaving the shops the mob went to 
Omaha Junction to prepare for the day’s 
campaign. 
The men threw a flat-car off 
the track, and when Shaw arrived with his 
deputies, defied him to arrest them without 
a warrant.

Among these the first that conics to mind i© 
the custom of omitting the last two letters 
of such words as “ more,” "store,” “ foui ‘ 
which are inronounced "mo,” “ sto," "fo. 
"What o’clock is it.'” y ou ask the ( 'aroli.iian, 
and ten to one ho tells y ou it’s "haU-pus 
fo",” if that happens to 1)C the hour. 
Another common southernisiu is the use 
of “ like as if,” or "like” for the words "as 
if.” 
“ She looked like she knew mo, ' is a 
common ex pression, or “ she looked as if 
she’d die.” 
This is very common in Wash­ 
ington, and in all the states south of Mason 
aud Dix on's line. 
OXK I SE OF THE WORD “ FUXXY. 
The word “ funny ” is frequently used, in­ 
stead of strange, and aometiines with start­ 
ling effects. 
A y oung southern girl was 
visiting 118 once, and a caller was telling of 
the death of her mother through swtUlow- 
ing a fish-bona 
“ Oh! w^Ti’t it funny ? ” ex - 
claimed our visitor, a t the close of the nar­ 
rative. 
"I think y ou moan strange,” said 
the caller, as soon os she recovered from her 
astonishment. 
Our girl friend has never 
ose<l the word "funny ’ since. 
If y on happen to hear any body say ‘ry e 
cheer” >'OU may know’ it is iulendeJ to 
mean “ right hero.” For instance:
